THE AOAPUO.N-E IN- THE FlIStD.—ClS- 
CINXATI, O., Sept. 23.-Isr.iel D. Jew- 
ell. a druggesi at St. Omer, Ind.. has 
perfected an instrument he c.ills the 
"Agaphone." which, il is claimed, will 
without the aid of electricity, carbon 
or ,iny complex machinery, collect dis- 
tant sounds and carry iheui to a great 
distance without loss of volume.

There has been a Rood deiil said tibout 


saving seed corn, and a good many fool- 
i<h notions advanced, such iu rnnsnck- 
in» the field before the corn is cut. and 
selecting the ears that ripened soonest, 
leavinc on about one-third of the husks 
to be hunpt up by in the ]«>ak of some 
building; others recommend putting in- 
to barrels or boxes, &c. To put seed 
com into a tight barrel or box would 
be the worst treatment it could have. 
It should be put where it can dry out as 
soon ni possible. In going around the 
field, picking ears before husking, yon 
will not gel the best, but will fritter 
nwtiy much time -, besides, selecting 
seed corn is a common sense business 
operation, with no fine or critical points 
about it. All will admit that the best 
developed and best matured ears are the 
right ones to be saved for seed, arid the 
easiest way to obtain these ears is the 
best. I have raised tho same kind of 
corn for fifteen years without changing 
the seed, and it lias steadily improved 
all (he time. And yet, I don't attribute 
mi the improvement to the selection of 
the seed, but irart of it to cultivation, 
for no variety of corn can be kept up to 
a piopor standard without good cultiva- 
tion. Any corn will degenerate and 
run out if not half cultivated, although 
great paina may be taken in selecting 
the seed ; but, by obtaining good seed, 
giving good cultivation, and obtaining 
good crops, the variety will improve. 
Xow for the way to save the seed : utter 
the corn is husked out of tho shock and 
thrown on the ground, take n basket 
and go from one pile to another. Tlic 
pars will all b* in sight, and in thla way 
the best in the field can bo obtained 
with but little trouble. Put it where 
it will dry out quickly, the quicker tho 
better. I have practiced this plan for 
fifteen years, and never missed having 
excellent seed, that sent up a strong 
and vigorous stalk, Sever plant the 
butt or tip kernels, nerer pick largest 
corn, bntgood, fair sized kernels, closing 
well ovcrtipof ears.— Practical Farmer.

WHEAT CULTIVATED WITH A HOE. 


—A yield of eighty-four bualiels of wheat 
10 the acre has been reported in JOn- 
Ki.iiHl. The wheat was cultivated liko 
corn, with a hoe. 
The seed was plant- 


ed in drills one foot apart, and font- 
inches apart in the rows. Tho spaces 
between the drills were carefully culti- 
vated until the plants had attained snfll- 
cii-nt growth to interfere with tho work- 
Another experiment, resulting in a yield 
nf sixty-nine bushels per acre, was 
plumed with rows six inches ap.irt, and 
four inches apart in ths lows.

A good cidi 
apple is rattier astringent in its propp 
ties of ilesh and juico. The celebrate 
Xcwark (X. J.) cider, which alwaj 
command.) a high price on account o 
its su;ierio: excellence, and is often so! 
under the name of champagne cider, i 
made from apples the juice of wliic 
contains the largest percentage of alco 
hoi, as the Hessian, Canfield and th 
Virginia crab. The strongest cider 
furthermore, comes as a rule from ap 
pits which contain the least amount o 
juice. The apples arc sweated i"id per 
milled to dry somewhat before they are 
ground, the quality and strength of tilt 
cider being improved iu consequence of 
the apples having parted dnrinj,' this 
pn CMS with G or S per cent, of water. 
The apples cleared of leaves, shrivelled 
windfalls and rotten fruit are crushed 
or ground according to the old or now 
process employed ; the former is prefer- 
able, as ixjmace which has been finely 
Krnanil is liable to yield cloudy or mud- 
dy liquor. Tho p,,lp is generally laid 
iisidu for at least twenty-four hours and 
turned occasionally to allow fcrmenta 
lion to set in before the juico is express 
ed. By this means the aromatic oi 
contained in the seeds is extracted 
communicating its ll.ivor to tho muss 
and a richer, fuller flavored bevewo is 
the r>snlt. 


The color of the juico is changed by 


the management of the pulp. 
J;ifferei,l 


kinds of apples give different flavors, 
but from any kind two distinct varie- 
ties of cider may I* made, the 0110 liy 
expressing the juice before any change 
of color occurs from the exposure of the 
pulp to the atmosphere, and the other 
after Uiis exposure. In champagne ci- 
der, 
t Inn-fore, the juice, in order that 


it may be light colored, is pressed from 
the pomace as soon aa ground. The' 
casks into which the juice is put should 
be clean and sweet. If new ones are 
emplojed, those mado of strong oak 
staves are recommended. If second, 
hand ones are used, whiskey or other 
spirit casks are best, provided Ihey are 
cleaned ot must and all impurities. If 
not. they should be thoroughly clean.ved 
wii h lime or wood ashes and water. 1 n 
addition to this thoroughly fumigate 
with matches of roll brimstone dropped 
into HIP bung, afterwards rinsing with 
hot wa'er and draining dry.

rels filled, they should be placed with 
bungs up on blocks or skids where the 
temperature will not full below Wl de- 
crees nor increase 'above 7J degrees 
Fahrenheit.
